Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 07/29/09 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant lor patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 47-50, 72-73 and 93-95 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Lichtenstein US patent Pub. 2005/0015109 Al. 

NOTE: the Examiner interpreted the inflatable partitioning element, as just a name and 
has not given structural weight to the word "inflatable". The Examiner interpreted the word 
inflatable as a device being expanded by the action made by an inflatable device (balloon 12). 

Lichtenstein discloses a method of treating a patient with congestive heart failure, 
comprising providing a device (6) comprising an inflatable partitioning element (26 & 28) with a 
peripheral edge (edge of element 28) having at least one hook or barb (14) anchoring element 
extending from the peripheral edge;_positioning the device within a ventricular chamber of the 
patient's heart; inflating the inflatable partitioning element with an inflation fluid (fluid used to 
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inflate balloon 12); anchoring the peripheral edge of the inflatable partitioning element to a wall 
of the ventricular chamber to secure the device to the wall of the ventricular chamber and to 
partition the chamber into a productive chamber and anon-productive chamber so that the 
peripheral edge separates the productive and non-productive chambers_portions; and spacing a 
distal face (any area close to element 18) of the inflatable partitioning element from a region of a 
ventricular wall defining at least in part the non-productive ventricular chamber. 

Regarding claim 48, see element 28. 

Regarding claims 49 & 50, see Figs. 2-4. 

Regarding claim 72, part of the fluid inside the balloon 12 is introduced into an interior 
portion of the partition element (see Fig. 3).
